Hs lordship said:—In this suit the plain 
Company’ seck to recover $611.54 “as damages” 
from the defendant, who describes , himscif 
as a chemist and druggist, for ‘shippin 
on board their steamship Formosa a patce 
containing chemicals . of. a dangerous or 
damaging nature without having previously 
whereby nn explosion 
occurred and caused not only injuries to some 
of the crew but some damage tothe ship and 
the goods laden on board, The facts of the 
case are as follows:—on the 24th December last, 
in consequence of a letter recived from Swatow 


‘| asking for “the necessary ingredients to make

-one., reen,.one_blue_and_one_red_light (Bengal. 
light),” the defendant having made up the 
ingredients, sends to Messrs. Douglas Lapraik 
& Co., who, are the General Managers of the’ 
plaintiff Co., the. parcel containing’ them; with 
the following written request: or memorandum -- 
‘Please to grant’ parcel's receipt ‘for parcel 
herewith. Contents—drugs, value $s.’ In answer 
to this request the defendant.received a ‘parcel, 
receipt, having printed on it in red,ink a notice 
that the receipt was granted subject to the 
“same conditions as contained in Douglas Lapraik 
& Co's steamers’ Bills of Lading, These Bills 
of Lading contain a clause to the effect that if 
chemicals, liquids or other cargo of a dangerous 
or damaging nature be shipped without being 
previously declared and arranged for, amy. loss 
or damage to the ship, cargo or to any person or 
interest whatever, should fall on the shippers, 
consignees, or owners of such curgo. The parce}, 
which was shipped on the plaintiff Co.'s steamer 
Kor mosa—lor—Swatow;—was—addressed-to- Mr 
Noodt, and was labelled “glass with care,” but 
no declaration of its contents was made other 
than that which the. word “drugs” implies. 
, The parcel'contained the following ingredients:— 
2 oz, Hydric Borate and 20 oz. Chlorate of Potash 
in one glass bottle, 2.02, Precipitated Chalk and 
20 oz. Chlorate of Potash in another glass bottle, 
3 drs. Copper Oxide and 20 oz. Chlorate of Potash 
in a third-bottle, and 1b of Sublime Sulphur or 
flower of Sulphur in a paper wrapper, -The 
bottles were cach-carcfully wrapped In corrugated 
paper and packed. side by side in a row with 
‘the sulphur beyond ther, but were all placed in 
one box: It is admitted on all hands thit 
chlorate of potash aad sulphur when mixed:
